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In submitting this our fourth annual report under the law of 1885, 
we would respectfully call attention to the fact, that only one year 
more remains for the trial of the law, at the end of which it will be 
optional with the town to restore, within its limits, the old district 
system, or to allow the present town system to become permanent- 
ly established. In preparation for intelligent action and a wise de- 
cision when that time arrives, we trust that careful attention will be 
given to the operation of the law in its practical application to our 
schools, in doing which, too great care cannot be taken to discrim- 
inate between what is inherent in the law and what is chargeable to 
a faulty administration. 

We will briefly state some of the obstacles preventing a perfect 
administration of the law, according to the ideal of its originators ; 
and it may be observed that the same obstacles prevented, even in 
a greater degree, the successful operation of the schools under the 
old district system. 

First in order, we will name sparseness of population in the re- 
mote districts, preventing the formation of schools of sufficient size 
to enable us to do the most good with the school money, some of 
the schools being so small as to afford but little scope for the very 
desirable stimulus of association and emulation in awakening an 
interest in school exercises. Some improvement, in this respect, 
might be made, by acting upon our suggestion made in a former 
‘report ; and we are ready to co-operate in any such action originat- 
ing with the people and tending to bring about a mutually satisfac- 
tory union of some of our smaller schools. 

Next, we will speak of the insufficiency of the amount of our 
school money to continue the schools through the ordinary school 
year of three terms. - Partial relief from this difficulty would be se- 
cured by uniting some of the schools, thereby diminishing the num- 
ber to be supported, as already suggested ; the remainder can only 
be supplied by increasing the amount of money raised for the sup- 
port of schools. The limitation of our schools to two terms in a 
year, obviously deprives our children of another term of much need- 
ed schooling ; but it is of another way in which we suffer loss that 
we wish especially to speak, and of which we are often forcibly re- 
minded in our experience of attempting to employ and retain for 


I a ie 
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our schools, suitable teachers. Other things being equal, the best 
teachers are those who have chosen teaching as a permanent occu- 
pation, and all such, with few exceptions, seek for continuous ser- 
vice. For this reason alone, more than one of our most successful 
teachers during the last year, have accepted offers of positions as 
teachers of schools in another state. 

By the supplementary relation, to the High School, of the terms 
of the Watson Academy, and to the two primary schools, of the 
terms of the two private schools taught by Miss Chase and Miss 
Thompson, the village schools have been made continuous through 
the school year; but all the Schools in the rural districts are sub- 
ject to suspension five months in winter and early spring, besides 
the two months vacation in summer, and therefore suffer the full 
consequences of the disadvantages before named. 

Notwithstanding the limited inducements we had to offer, we are 
pleased to say, that, during the past year, our schools have been 
under the instruction of an efficient corps of teachers, some of them 
pre-eminent in their calling. It has been our aim, and in this we 
have had good degree of success, to employ, as teachers, persons 
of character, who would so impress their personality upon their 
pupils as thereby to command respect, love and obedience. ‘The 
right to inflict corporal punishment, in exceptional cases, is not to 
be given up; but with the average pupil, our best teachers have 
demonstrated how muc’ more powerful are the motives derived 
from the higher and self-governing principles of action. 

The repairs of school houses No. 7, No. 5 and No. 2, authorized 
by vote at the annualschool meeting in 1888, have been completed, 
and the sum of $150, raised for that purpose, has been expended in 
payment therefor, as will be exhibited in the report of the treasurer 
at the annual school meeting. There is need of painting school 
house No. 5 and of making other small expenditures on some of 
the school houses. Under an article in the warrant for the annual 
school meeting, action upon this subject may be taken. 

The by-laws of the town district provide for raising four hundred 
dollars, annually, for the support of the High school, any money, in 
addition to the tax required by law, deemed necessary for the sup- 
port of the other schools, may be raised by special vote. 

We have procured from the Treasurer of Watson Academy, a 
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statement of receipts and expenditures for the winter term ending 
Feb. 28th, 1890, as follows :

Berane with the Spring term this year, the schools will be sup- 
plied with text books and other materials agreeably to the provisions 
of the law passed in 1889, which, for convenience of reference, is 
here inserted, omitting the title and enacting clause. 


SEcTION 1. The School Committee of every city and town shall 
purchase, at the expense of such city or town, text-books and other 
supplies used in the public schools ; and said text-books and sup- 
plies shall be loaned to the pupils of said public schools free of 
charge, subject to such rules and regulations as to care and custody 
as the School Committee may prescribe ; provided, that in purchas- 
ing the first supply of text-books under this act, the School Com- 
mittee may effect a change in the text-books previously and then in 
use upon any subject. 

SECTION 2. Pupils supplied with text-books at. the time of the 
passage of this act shall not be supplied with similar books by the 
committee until needed. 

SECTION 3. ‘This act shall take effect upon the first day of Janu- 
ary, eighteen hundred and ninety. 

Approved July 30, 1889. 


The rules and regulations prescribed by the School Board for the 
care and custody of the books will be made known in printed form 
attached to the books at the time of loaning them. It is to be pre- 
sumed that some parents and guardians will prefer to supply their 
wards by purchase, and that such can be supplied with books at cost 
price.
